Probably a dozen wells In the 1000 
feet square covered by the burning oil 
that has flowed from the Wood well] 
are leaking and adding their part to 
th- 
flames, but It is hoped that the 
gate valves on these wells will hold 
and that no serious damage to them 
will result. 
The Immense Higgins tank No. t. 
with a capacity of 37.<¥>0 barrels, is 
still burning and there is no hope of 
saving any of the oil or of stopping 
the fire here until the last of the oil 
has burned. 
Thirty or forty derricks have burned 
and half that number of small settling 
tanks scattered about the wells In the 
affected district have been destroyed. 
An immense number of pumping rigs, 
probably fifty, have been ruined. This 
loss constituting the heaviest damage. 
The fire was caused by an emp’oye 
of one of the wells going Into a set-

Gas In the well ignited

The last act of the convention was 
to give E. H. R. Green full authority 
to supervise the campaigns In Texas 
during the next two years. 
The platform deplores the death of 
President McKinley; endorses without 
qualification all of the acts of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and says that he Is "the 
unanimous choice of the 
for president In 1904.” 
Appropriations are asked from the 
government 
to prevent destructive 
overflows of Texas rivers; the present 
tariff law is endorsed and protection 
for the newspapers of the state against 
libel is demanded. 
A local option plank was offered hut 
after discussion it was voted down. 
The following is the platform: 
1. The 
Republicans of Texas, in 
convention assembled, do hereby de- I 
clare and reaffirm our faith in the prin­ 
ciples and policies of our party as set 
forth in the Philadelphia platform of 
1900. 
2. We. at this our first 
convention 
since the unfortunate, untimely and 
unhappy death of our beloved and pa­ 
triotic 
president, William McKinley, 
join in the expressions of sorrow for 
his loss and mourn for him who serv­ 
ed his country as citizen and official 
so well and faithfully. 
His character 
as a man and his conduct as our chief 
executive won for him the love, admir­ 
ation and respect of the whole Ameri­ 
can people and the world at large. By 
his death the Republican party and the 
country lost a most patriotic and use­ 
ful executive. 
3 We heartily endorse the acts and 
policies of the present administration 
of our national affairs under President 
Roosevelt. 
We commend his efforts 
in maintaining the integrity of Ameri­ 
can territory and extending American I 
trade, and particularly do we indorse 
his policy with respect to Cuba as a 
matter of simple justice to her people 
and indescribable benefit to both coun­ 
tries.

service performed. The history of the

T he Im m ense Higgins tank No. t . 
w ith a capacity of ll,(KIO barrels, is 
atli] burning and there la no hope of 
saving any of the oil or of stopping 
Abe fire here until the last of the oil 
has burned. 
Thirty o r forty derricks have burned 
and half that num ber of small settling 
tanks scattered about the well* in the 
affc<ted district have been destroyed. 
An Immense num ber of pumping rigs. 

Tbl* 
loss constituting the heaviest damage. 
The fire was caused by an emp iye 
of one of the wells going into a set 
fling tank adjoining Kelth-W ard well 
with a lighted lantern to see how rap­ 
idly the work of filling the tank was 
progressing 
Gas in the well Ignited 
from the flame of the lantern and there 
w as a alight explosion, 
which 
badly 
burned the man whose name In the 
excitem ent at the time, has not been 
learned 
The first flash was aoon fol­ 
lowed by a terrific explosion or the 
tank, and burning oil wa* scattered 
over the tract. 
A large beam detached from one of 
the burning derrick* by the po«’pr of 
the flames was carried over 2000 feet 
to the Higgins tank No. 2. built of 
steel and filled with 37.000 barrels of 
oil. and ignited It. 
T he ignition wan 
slow hut within half an hour the tank 
was the base of a solid m ass of fire 
and there was no hope of saving K. 
The Wood well caught and burned 
rapidly and the flames grew stronger 
as the heat generated a greater q u aa-

When the beet 
sugar element heard of this they open­ 
ly threatened to give him a hostile re­ 
ception, believing it a plan to influence 
the convention In favor of Cuban reci­ 
procity plank. Then with the platform 
adopted ’he delegates more than made 
up for their refusal to hear Beveridge 
in the morning by greeting him with 
wild cherlng.
